CHASING GARZA'S MEN.

Texas Rangers Have a Little Brush With
»n Small Party—A Prisoner Says Her-
nandez 1s the Vietim of a Conspiracy—
Troops Still Neceasary,

Sax AxToNio, TEX., Jan. 20.—A squad
of Texas rangers under Sergeant Iobiuson,
part of the forces operating in the vicinity
of Polotico Blancho ranehb, ran across a
party of five or six strange Mexicans yes-
terday. The Mexicans refused to hold
eommunication with the rangers and fled
after firing a volley. The rangers returned
the fire, but all the Mexicans escaped,
:‘hong!: it is believed some of them were
hurt.

A Mexican prisoner in the custody of
the rangers throws some light on the case of
Colonel Hernandez, the Mexican officer
under sentence of death at Monterey for ul-
leged conspiracy with Garza. The prisoner
has hitherto refused to talk, but being
shown & Spanish newspaper ocontaining the
acoount of the sentenes of Hernan-
dez, he becams indignant at Diaz
and the Mexiean Government. He ad-
mitted baving been with Garzma when
the latter first erossed the river and threat-
encd Mier. He declared at that time
Garza’s immediste strength was 250 men,
and that when Hernandez met them the
latter had only 50 men; that it would have
been madness for Hernandez to have urged
a baitle with Garea, but that Hernandez
was in mo wise connected with the revolu-
tion. The prisoner helieves Hernandez's
sentence was brought about by General
Garcin, commander of the army in Nortbern
Mexieo, for persoial reasons.

Captain John G. Bourke, who com-
manded the iroops in the fight with the
revolutionists at Retinal, to-day says
the country is still full of Garza's followers
in bands of four or five, disguised, and if
the troops were withdrawn the movement
would undoubtedly start afresh.

A BIG RAILROAD DEAL.

THE COLUMBUS, HOOKING VALLEY
AND TOLEDO SOLD.

Gobbled by the Big Four—Prospects Fav-
orable to Both Lines—Advantages to
Be Derived by the Purchase—Plans for
the Puture, '

Corvmeurs, 0., Jan. 29.—[Special ]—A
railroad denl of vast importance to the busi-
ness and financial interests of Columbaus is
about to be consnmmated. Withina few
days the announcement will probably be
made that the Columbus, Hocking Valley
and Toledo Railrond has passed into the
control of the Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chi-
engo and St Louis Railway Company, and
will become a part of the ‘“Big Four”
evetem,

The negotiations have been carried on
with the utmost secrecy, but they have so
far progressed that only the details remain
to be completed. President Ingalls, of the
Big Four, has been in New York ever since
the holidays, looking after this deal, in con-
nection with others, for the Chesapeake and
Ohio, of which company he is slso Presi-
dent. A few days ago he was joined by
President Waite, of the Columbus, Hoek-
ing Valley and Toledo, and C. 0. Hunter,
General Solicitor of the rond, is on his way
:io }ll.ew York to assist in closing up the

fi:}

The terms of the purchase of the Colum-
bus, Hocking Valley and Toledo are not
known, but it ise they will be an-
nounced in New York, where the financisl
interests of both roads are handled, and
where the negotiations have been carried
on. It is understood that Mr. Waite is to
become Vier President and General Man-
agre of the Big Four system under the new
arrangement, and the Columbung, Hocking
Valley and Toledo will be operated as a
division or divisions of the system.

By the purchase of the Columbus, Hock-
ing Valley aud Toledo the Big Four will
add 257 miles of main line and 77 miles of
branches to its already extensive system,
making a total of 2,624 miles of track
operated. That the deal willbe a t
benefit to the Columbus, Hoeking Vailey
and Toledo there is no doubt. Ever
since the consolidation the company
has strugeled againgt difficulties. Loaded
down with a debt that wonld be
8 burden to many s larger corporation
it has with wvarying uncertainty fonght
against bankruptey, which at one time it
narrowly escaped on account of bad man-
agement. A reorgsmization which will put
the company on a solind finaneial basis will
probably follow. .

The annusl meeting of the stockholders
of the Columbhus, Hocking Valley and To-
ledo, which was adjourned from January
12, will be held next Tuesday, February 2,
when President Ingalls, of the Big Fonr,
will be elected a director, and numerous im-
provements will be considered and a policy
lzpr :! he future mavagement of the road out-
ined.

WHAT LIQUOR MEN ASK.

Frovisions of the New Law Propossid for
New York State—It Permits Sunday
Alternoon Selling, and, in Effect, Re-
preals the Civil Damage Act,

NeEw YORK, Jan. 20.—A bill to revise
and consolidate the laws regulating the sale
of intoxicating liquors, was introduced in
the Legislature to-day. The bill was drawn
by counsel for the Siate Wine, Lignor and
Beer Dealers” Association. Among the
more important provisions of the measure
is one that reads as follows:

Licenses may be revoked if the licensee
has been convieted of felony during she
term of his license, if the licanse shall have
been obtnined by false representation, if

Judgment hoas been rende ngainst the
licenses in a eivil action and shall not have

been rld within ll]ag}“. it the licenses
gllow a under I ysars of age not o

shall
member of his family to sell liguor, or if tbﬁ

licenseo shall otherwise violate the lnw.
license which has been revoked by a Board
of Excise is renewables under a writ of certi-
orari to be grunted to any licensee,

Other sections of the bill provide means
for the transfer of the license upon the
death of the licensee, for the transfer of the
license by the permission of an Excise
Board, and for the revoeation of the license
by the foree of eriminal conviction. A pro-
vision in regard to Sunday selling reads
that any person who, whether having a
license or not, shall sell or offer or expose
for sale any strong or spirituous liquors,
wine, ale or beer, on Sunday before 1 o'clock
in the afiernoon, shall be guilty of a misde-
meanor.

Section 40 provides that no recovery shall
be bad in any eivil action to recover dam-
ages suffered . by reason of intoxiention of
any person or persons who shall, by selling
or giving nr:{ any intoxicating drink,
have caused such intoxication, unless notice
in writing was previously given. Some
people claim that the last clanse is an effec-
wual repeal of the civil damage act.

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Schneider and His Cruel Accomplice
Learn Their Fate for

TRIPLE CRIMES ON EIGHT GIRLS.

Once Enticed Within Their House, Their
Victims Were Doomed.

WOMEN WITH MORBID CURIOSITY

VieExwa, Jan. 29.—The senzational |
Schueider murder trial was ended to-day.
The defense, if defense it can be called,
where the gecused goon the stand and by
their evidence corroborate the testimony of
the prosecution, closed this morning snd
the case was given to the jury.

The jurors required only 70 minutes fo
find Schoeider guilty of all the murders
charged against him, and a verdict of guilty
aguinst Fran Schneider for the murder of
Vineenzia Zouflar, The Judge immedi-
ately sentenced both prisomers to death.
Both executions will take place on the same
dﬁ::;_ but Frau Schneider will be exceuted

The First Rumors of the Crimes,

For cold-blooded cruelty this case stands
almost without parallel in the annals of
crime in this city. 'Some months ago the
police became habituated to receiving re-
ports of the mysterious disappearance of
young servant girls. These reports came
with snch startling frequency that the police
decided that more was in the case than ap-
peared on the surface. They therefore
adopted extraordin measures to learn
what had become of the missing girls

It eame to the knowledge of the aathori-
ties after a long and patient investigation
that a large number of girls had been em-
ployed by Franz Schneider and his wite,
Rosalie, and that after they had been at
work a short time they*would disappearand
never be heard of n. All the evidence
obtainable pointed in the direction of the
Schneiders as haviog knowledge of the fate
of the girls, and finally they were placed
under arrest on the charge of murdering
eight of their servants, Their trial has been
proceeding for several days, and for brutal
and sensational developments it stands with-
out comparison here.

Once at Schneider's There Was No Hope,

It was shown that the prisoners, on the
pretext of employing the girls, enticed
them to their home. Once there their fate
was sealed. The evidence againet the ae-
cused was overwhelming, but
Schneider until yesterday stoutly main-
tained that her husband was alone respon-
sible for the death of the girls !

Schoeider was confronted on Tuesday
with the skull and Lusir of one of his vietims,
Losalie Kleinrath, and with the torn cloth-
ing she had worn at the time of ler death.
This ghastly exhibit had a great effect upon
Schneider, who hroke down completely and
confessed his guill.

He described in detail his method of
doing away with the girle He would go to
the room occupied by the girl last employed
by his wife, and, despite her prayers and
entreaties, would assault her. Tt was
thought by the police that he first chloro-
formed his victims, but in his confession
Schneider said that they were always con-
scious when he attacked them.

Ilis Wife Aids Ilim in Every Crime,

Horrible as it may appear, bis wife ae-
companied and aided him, Afterward she
would the hands of the vietim while
Schneider clutched the poor girl by the
throat and choked hier to death. The same
course was pursued in the case of all the
eight vietims.

Afterthe girl was dead Schueider and
his wife would convey the bodies to a wood
close to their home, when they would strip
their victims of their elothing, which,
together with the contents of the girl’s lug-
gage, they wonld afterward =ell.

Mrs Schneider vesterday, who had all
along claimed she no in the mur-
ders, broke down aod confessed her colu-

licity. The prosecutian proved that she

erself had killed Vincenzia Zouflar.

A pecnliarity of the crowd which fre-
quented the court room was that it was not
composed entirely of men, as is usually the
ecaze in murder trisls here unless the
connections of prisoners attend such
triasls. The Schneiders’ trial bas been
marked by the presence of a very large
namber of stylishly-dressed ladies, wko
leveled their lorgnettes and closely scanned
the features of the prisoners ’

"N ng Cong Wi 's Cartosity.

Some of the evidence was of a nature to
bring a blush to almost any cheek, but these
ladies, thongh some of them did blush at
certain paris of the testimony, were so
eager to hear every word of the outrages,
murders aud robberies that they conguered
their natural inclination to leave the court
room, and, gaining courage from the many
women present, they remained and had
their curiosity gratified,

The public prosecutor, in his speech
against the ogrisunen. gave & most vivid
deseription the fiendish character of the
crimes, and he dwelt at great length npon
the cruelty, heartlesspess and lack of all
womanly feeling manifested by Fran Schuei-
der in enticing the girls to her home where
she knew death would be their fate. There
was a great sensation “in the court room
when, at the conclusion of his speech, the
publig, prosecutor straightened himself and,
pointing with outstretched arm st Schnei-

er, exolaimed in a loud tome, “He is a
doomed man. ™"

They Recsive Their Sentoncs Coolly.

Throughout the terrible arraignment of
the prisoners hy the public prosecutor,
Sohneider sat with his head clasped in his
hands and showed no emotion whatever.
His wife, though she listened closely to the
seathing words applied to her, remained
perfectly eool and nomoved.

He Wanted to Cut Germans, but Occasion-
ally Made Mistakes—A Vow That Evl-

New York, Jan, 29.—[ Special. ]—On the
trial to-day of Henry G. Dowd, the slasher,
Lawyer Meyer said that Dowd’s defense
would be that he was insage at the
time he slashed William  Muller's
throat. Police Captain Richard 0’'Con-
nor testified  that when Dowd
was arrested he asked Dowd why he had
slashed Muller. Dowdsaid: 1 &'f:i not do
it. I never cut a manin my life.” Later
he said at various times: *I did not cut
him,” “I cut him in self-defense,’”” “I never
hurt a child in my life.”” Then he said that
he hated Germans, and liked to kill them
because a German had assaulted his mother.

Captain McLaughlin testified that he asked
Dowd why he slashed Lawyer Carson, and
Dowd said that he did not do it. Then the
Cuptain sagd: “Even if you did not like
Germans there was mo ooccasion to cut hi
because he was not a German.” Do:lr:l
answered: “Well, T looked at him twiece
He had lighthair and hg locked like a Ger
man who assaulted my mother.”

TEUNE LINES WILL POOL,

Even If the Inter-State Cominerce Law Is
Against It

NEw YORR, Jan, 20, —[ Speciai. ]—It is not
gommonly known that the trunk lines have
pooled first and second class as well as im-
migrant business since January 15, but ow-
ing to the provisions of the inter-State com-
meree law, which specially probibits this
practice, eflorts have been made
to keep it secret. Commissioner Goddard
made an award of Pumenmﬁu as early as
last October, but their adoption bas hung
fire until the middle of this month, These
are the percentages adopted: New York
Central, 33; West Shore, 6; Ontario and
Western, 3; Erie, 15; Deflwm, Lacka-
wanna aod Western, 5.5 Lehigh Vailey, 3;
Pennsgylvania, 25; Baltimore and Ohio, 9.5
Total, 100,

One or two of these roads made considera-
ble concessions. The New York Central,
for one, very often carries from 35 to 40 per
cent of the westbound competitive busi-
ness, When this is the case it is expected
to divert a_corresponding amount of immi-
grant traffic to its neighbors. The immi-
grants’ situation, in spite of the late meet-
ing of the dprcsidants, is said to be just
as unsettled as ever, .and of the
entire immigrant railroad travel out of New
York it is helieved that less than 23 per
cent
The outside agents are getting the restof
it, and two or three of the trunk linesare
favored, as usual. The agents who formerly
represented them, it is said, still turn over
to them the bulk of the business.

Agencies, as Illezal and a
MENACETO THE COUNTRY'S PEACE.

Congressmen Fear That They Cannot Inter-
vene in the Matter.

THEY CONSIDER IT A STATE QUESTION

#AVasnivarox, D. C, Jan. 29.—The
Farmers’ Alliance rounded the war against
the Pinkertons to-day. It demands that
this detective agency, whose operations ex-
tend through every great commercial eenter,
snd whose ramifieations inclnde every im-
portant gity of the country. be thoronghly
investigated by the House of Representa-
tives, and that legislation be enmcted to
suppress the abuses alleged to be practiced
by this quasi-militin orzanization.

Some days ago Representative Watson,
the Farmers' Alliance member from Georgia,
presented a resolution instrueting the Com-
mittee on Judiciary to “investigate as
quickiy and as fully as possible, the char-
ters, by laws, rules and regulations of the
Pinkerton Deteotive Ageney, its organiza-
tion, forces, purposes and operations,
and report to the House the methods
of that agency, the number of armed men it
can utilize in carrying out its purposes,
the manuer in which nﬁlm armed men so
employed are under the control or infln-
ence of capitalists, and therefore scting as
the militia of those eapitalists to carry out

their private aims, less of what may
be the merits of the dispute with the
rera."" |

Violation of National Law Claimed.

The resolution further directed the com-
mittee to report whether the Pinkerton

lgenniv_ is not practically irresponsible for
scts of personal viclence which may be com-
mitted by ita hirelings, and whether the

State courts are not virtually without

power to identify,arrest, convict and punish

such non-resident - eriminals, and also

whether the charter and operations of that

:f:ncy are not & violation of the rules of
United States.

This resolution was referred to the Com-
wiitee on Judiciary, but the Farmers® Al-
liance Representatives have become appre-
hensive thut it will not be reported back as

romptly as thev desire. Oue day last week
Mr. Watson asked unanimous consent that
this resolution be withdrawn from the
Judiciary Committee. *'T thinky™ said he,
on that occasion, “that the question of
whether an investigation by the Judiciary
Committee is to be ordered ean best be de-
termined in the House,”

Mr. Oates objected to the unanimous con-
gent, and stated that the commiitee would
report back this resolution, with either
favorable or unfavorable recommendation,
in a short time. This statement was se-
cepted as satisfactory by Mr. Watson, who
to-day appeared before the committee and
made an ment in favor of his resolution,
He insisted that it was the duty of Congress
to investigate thoroughly the abuses that
had grown up under the practices of Pinker-
tonism, and take prompt sieps to suppress
the quasi-militia organization which has
been fostered by capitalists alope, and
which, as the paid agent of the monopoly,
was o constant mensce to the liberty of t
common peopla,

The Resolution Not in Favor.

Mr. Oates, of asked some per-
tinent questions of Mr. Watson, and while
disclaiming any desire to defend the prac-
tices of the Pinkertons, expressed some
doubts as to the sbility of Congress to legis-
late upon the subject, which he considered
& matter only to be regulated or suppressed
by the various State Legislatures. The
members of the committee generully seemed
to share thix opinion of Mr. Oates, and the
resolution of Mr. Waison will be reported
favorably.

“It is our intention,'" said Mr. Watson to
an Associated Press rter to-day, ‘‘to
push this thing to the bitter end. This
resolution is a party messure with the
Farmers' Allignce representatives. We
think that for the corporations to arm aund
equip a standing army to settle their diffi-
culty with their hbumn"!’:hy war is redueing
the Government to anarchy, The'lsborers
have no right o avsmfain s sthnding army
to fight the corporations, and the corpora-
tions should have mo right to maintain a

standing army to fight the labor-
ers If the Government _is not
strong enough to deal with these

people and settle their disputes from a
Government standpoint, then there iz an end
of the rule of the law, and the beginning of
the rule of that party which ean equip the
heaviest batallions. The Pinkerton Detae.
tive Agencies, viewed in the light of their
actual practices, are but a standing militia
subject to the beck and call of the capital-
ists. They carry out the orders of the capi-
talists no matter to what bloodshed those
orders may lead, and they do it totally to
the disrespect of the rights of the other
party.
Rights on Both Sides to Consider.

“If armed intervention is to come at all,
it should come from the army of an impar-
tial magistrate, State or Federal, which
recognizes that there are two sides to all
labor ?ﬁutim and that the rights of hoth
are to considered. We want o serve
notice to the House and the committee to-
day that we expect action upon this matter,
and will protest against unreasonable delay,
either in the committee or in the House. "

Representative Simpson, of Kansas, for
the Farmers' Alliance of the Wesi, ex-
pressed the same sentiments as Representa-
tive Watson, of Georgin. “One of our
lu-ungmg%hu in this Congress,” ssid he, "is
to be e upon the principle embodied in
that resolution. There are 30,000 in the
United States in the emr]oy of the Pinker-
tons who can be mobilized at any city,
They can shoot down the citizens of that
city, and the guilty party is at once spirited
away by his fellows, without any show of
jusiice.” That has been done many

past. The existence
of the Pinkerton organization s =
constant menace to the interests of labor
ond the freedom of the people, and, if un-
checked, will finally result in the establish-
ment of a private army to be used in the in-
terests of monopoly. That practice can be
carried far enough to destroy free govern-
ment., is is one of our party questions
which, as representatives of the farmers and
laboring men, we are going to force upon
this Congress, and eur{mpmmin and
Senator must show the American people
where he stands upon this question.”

“The resclution will be reported unfavor-
ably,” said Mr’ Oates, to-night, “for the
reason that Congress has no power to take
away from the States the lation of this
matter. As the chairman the sub.com-
mittee towhich this is allowed, I called upon
Mr. Watson to furnish us with the charter of
the Pinkerton lﬂ:uy, 80 that we might see
whether its regulation was something within
the grant of power to Co and whether
we had the night to legislate upon it If
we have no right to legisiate upon it, then,
in my opinion, we have no right to inquire
into it. Mr. Waison was unable to furnish
us with any evidence or arguments showing
that we had a right to legislate upon the
matter. I donot believe in making an in-
vestigation of o subject coneerning which
Co?ﬁlm has no power to legislate.

“In the case of Kilbourne and Thom
some years 8go, the Supreme Court decid
that Kilbourne was entitled to damages be-
cause of false imprisonment for refusing to
answer questions before the investigat
committee, They decided that it was false
imprisonment, because the subject investi-

ed was one over which Congress had no

to legislate. I think that Mr. Watson’s

The Chancellor
deel that the Government would stead-
fastly oppose the readmission of the Jesuits
to Germany.

LIBEL SUITS IN LOUISIANA
